le On March 28, 1914, plaintiff entered into a written contract 
with defendants, John Albert Macy, Anne Sullivan Macy and Helen Keller, 
whereby it was agreed that plaintiff should ve the sole booking agent 
and manager for the joint lectures of defendants, Anne Sullivan Macy 
and Helen Keller for the season of 1914-1915 to secure all contracts 
for the season mentioned, to accomvany said laet named defendants in 
filling their lecture engagements and attend te the business details 
of their lecture tours, for an agreed compensation of 12% per cent of 
the first $300.00, and 40 per cent of the excess of $500.00, of the 
gross receipts of said defendants frem each lecture during said season 


of 1914-1915. 
2s Said contract was in words and figures following, towit: 


"Toston, Mass. 
March 8, 1914, 

Mr. F. N. Withey, 
Hotel Brewster, Boston, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 

Regarding the matter of your managing the booking of the joint 
Lectures of Mrs. Macy and Wiss Helen Keller for the season of 1914- 
15, I hereby make you the following proposition: 

By this letter you are authorized as the sole booking manager 
for the joint lectures of Miss Keller and Mra. tlacy. 

All letters, telegrams, etc., asking for these joint lectures 
for the season mentioned are to be turned over vo you for action, 

You are to secure in advance all contracts for the season men- 
tioned at your own expense and are to accompany Miss Keller and Mrs. 


Macy in filling the lecture engagements secured by you, relieving them 
as far as possible of all details pertaining vo business matters, rail- 
road connections, hotels, newspapers interviews, étc. 

For both of these services irs. Macy, Miss Keller and 
that you are to have twelve and a half per cent of our gross re 
from all lectures for the season. 

We agree to turnish all printing, cuts, press matter, etc., 
prepay transportation charges for same. 

All contracts you make are to ve signed by you as our auihorizd 
agent, but subject to our apwoval. It is undersicod that unless a cons 
Yact is rejected by us within three days from the time we receive it, 

it is to be considered as accepted and approved by us. 

This agreement is not concluded unless anda until Mrs, Macy con- 
firms it by telegraph or letter; upon such confirmation it shall have 
the force and effect of a ccntract.,

or excuse, repudiated and breached said contract, and refused to permit 
plaintiff to oreceed with the eens Weenaet anc regardless of their 
said conkact with this plaintiff ovsted plaintiff from his position as 
booking agent and manager. 

4. Defendant, Helen Keller, is and at all times herein mentioned 


was a feme sole. Defendant, Anne Sullivan Macy is and at all times 


herein mentioned was a married woman, the wife of defendant, Jchn 
Albert uacy, and made said contract with this plaintiff with refer- 
ence to her separate estate and business and with the intention and 
purpose on en part and on the part of this plaintiff of charging her 
separate estate and business with said contract and with the payment 
of her obligations under said contract or in connection tnerewith. 
5. By reason of defendants’ breach of contract as aforesaid plain- 

tiff has sustained damage in the sum of $15,000. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff prays judgment against defendants and 
each of them for the sum of $15,000 with intereet from this date and 
costs of suit.
